I. Cropt off for a Poſe, or to adorne (ome Roome ; young Saints, 
flowers of grace, God often cuts them off early to make a Pofie 
for himſelfe. Exoch walked with God, and was not, for God t19ke 
him. The chambers of glory are dreſt up with buds of grace. 

2. It may ſtand, though good Men will ſometimes let their beſt 
flowers ſtaadin their garden,as well Ornament; as exerpli gratra. 

I. For ornament , that ſeven thouſands might be in Iſraell that 
world not bow the knee to Baal, God will ſometimes ſpare flowers 
that are fitter for the garden of glory, to grace the garden of his 
Church.

3. Yea, Laſtly,ſometimes bad flowers may ftand, Judgemen! may 
not be execated ſpeedily againſt the evill decrs , as well that Gods 
patience might be declared, as at laſt his juſtice ſhew it ſelte , and 
the finner be left without excuſe. So incertaine js the time of our 

catting downe , and unknowne to uz, as the time of the cutting 
downe of the flower is unknoyne to it for its Maſters ends, which 
he conceales in his owne breſt. 

3.*T he flower ts cnt down but to grow again.The holy Ghoſt doth 
not ſay, man is pluckt up, but he is cut downe likea flower, As 
there 1s hope of a tree when it is cut downe, that it will ſprout 
againe ; ſo Man, though he be cut off, yet he ſhall ſprout agatae in 
the morning of the Reſurrefion ; though he dyes, he ſhalllive; 
he is but cut downelike a flower.

Way like a ſhadow : Mans life is like the paſſing of a ſhadaw.

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1. The ſhadow quickly paſſeth away : Man alfo returnes to his 
duſt, and is no more 3 but of this before. 

2. The ſhadow while it continues is full of variations : One 
while here, and by and by there , ard »o where conltant. Mans life 
is full of changes,compared to a race, where the Horſes feet ate 
neither long, nor alwayesSin the ſame place ; But of this alfo be- 
fore, when I fhewed how he was full of troubles. | 

3. The ſbadow followes the Sunnes motion and commands, God 
alſo ſayes to this Man, live, and he lives ; to another, dye, and he 
dyes. This Mans breath he (tops, and into the other he breaths the 
breath of life. The iflues of life and death are in his hands. The 
Centurion acknowledges, that diſeaſes ( which are the Mothers of 
Mans death )) and the companions of his life , were as much at 
Chriſts commands, as his Servants were at his. 

4+ A ſhadow paſſeth away nncertainly ; no manknowes when the 
Sunne removes his Tent from this bit of earth. T he ſhadow is but 
the Sunnes Servant, and alwayes waits behind, and carries the 
Bridegroomes traine, far paſſeth away like a ſhadow , no man 
knowes when God will be pleas'd to call ; when he that hath the 
Pen in his hand to ſcore up the dayes and ations of our life will 
be pleas'd to fet a Comma or a Co/on of Atfiiciions , ar a full op, a 
Period of death.

5. A ſhadow paſſing away, leaves , nothing behind it : Here it 
ſpreads a great deale of carth , makes ſome ſhow , but it carries 
nothing away with it, Man alſopaſſeth away like a ſhadow, as he 
goes when he is calld,ſo he goes naked too : Naked came ] ont of 
my mothers wombe , and naked ſhall I returne thither againe,. 
(faith holy Job : ) when God ſummons the Soule away,then whoſe 
ſhall theſe things be ? 

6. Laſtly, A ſhadow paſſeth away inevitably, the whole world 
ſhall not ſtop the remove of a (ſhadow, nor counter-mand the com- 
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; The death of him certaine and inevitable, yet incertaine and 
hidden. Swift and ſudden ; Man that is borne of a woman hath 
but 2 ſhort time to live, he commetha up and 1s cut downe like a 
flower, he paſſeth away like a ſhadow,&c.

Vnomedo ge dic in Diem differs penitentians quum extre= 
mun diem tum neſcias? Itis but an houre that thou haſt to live : 
I have read ofa Story,of a priviledge MaletaRors had in Perſia, tor 
one houre before they dyed, they might aske what they would : 
One being condemned ( if I miltake not, it was Memncan) was 
2Skt what he would have in his houre, 1#/ick,, Riches, &c. He re- 
plyed ; Nee hoc, #:c iUud, Sed tantum ut Regem aſpiciam : Nothing

There was no beauty in his birth, in compariſon of that which he 
diſplay'd when God had taken him out of the wildernetfſe of Na- 
ture into the Garden of grace, pruning him with atflition, and 
ſcourging him to Glory : God allared him, brought his into wilder- 
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I have ſcene tome Piures at the twentieth. or thirtieth yeares 
of ones age, Which would neither diſcoyer the man, nor the man 
chem, at tiventie yeares after. | 

Should I give you ſuch a draught of this deceaſed Patriot,and he 
could {peaxe out of his Cofhn to ine , he would make methe ſame 
anſwer that Socrates made the Phyfcognomer or Palmiſfter , who 
would pretend to read his heart in his tace, and take the meaſure 
of his nature by the Lines of his hand, and gueſt him. Bardwm mo- 
roſam,5c. Socrates replyed ; Fri equidem,&c. Such I was indeed, 
ut Philotophy and Moralitie hath changed me, and diſcovered thy 
folly. Should I give you his draught at thoſe yeares, I ſay, were he 
alive, he would contefle , you could not draw the draught 1o ill as 
he would have done himſclfe : But grace had ſince altered him. I 
will onely therefore draw him out at his full and belt age, as a 
fower wide blowne. 

For twentic yeares and upwards , before this fad day God was 
pleated to keepe him inthe Schoole of Afflition, retzoving him 
trom forme to torme , till having mounted the highelt, he thought 
it was time to take fo good a proficient from a rod and ferula to 
bimſelte. 

He made it his worketo keep peace with God; and as he dayly 
conquered his ſpirit, io hee made it hisdayly worke of his life to 
conquer his ftieſh; And he would often confefle , he found.it no ca» 
fie matter to conquer Nature and cuſtome (twountoward enemics 
to fight Duells with.) 

He was aman that never. thought he was borne for himſelfe ;. 
yea, fo farre of a publique ſpirit , that what Saint Ambroſe taid ot 
his Brother, I may truely apply to him : pps fi ques. Sertentians 
fiſcitaretur, mallet occ:1di pro aljis, quam fibi vivere : He had rather 
dye for others then live to himtclfe ; for hee remembred, that 
therefore Chrilt dyed for all according. to the fleſh, that wee 
mizht not live onely to our ſelves: And. it pleaſed God, inthe 
i2irer part of his dayes to cut him out worke fit for his hands.. 
God had given him a great ſpirit , and he bad call'd him to great 
1mployment. 

'When the treacherous perfidiouſneile or fearefull cowardiſe, of 
thoſe that had the greatelt intereſt in their Countrey , put the Par- 
lament upon a neceſſitie of conſtituting Committees jn fcvera!l 
Counties They were p:cated to look upon him as one whom they 
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Judged moſt fitting for luch an imployment : And though ſo groat 
were the diſtempers of his dody,that they might well have pleaded 
for his Qietzs ft ; yet 1 publique a ſpirit had he given him , who 
layd him out for his fervice, and cauſed him to be torne for tuch 
daycs as theſe, that he was willing to ſhew, that not his Eſtate on- 
ly, but his life was at his Countries ſervice. O the Diviſions of that 
time ! Cowardiſe driving ſome away , and Covetouſneſle ſtay wg 
ſ{mme at home. He geither was driven with this , nor liayed by 
that. Some men cryed up ſo much the honour of the King , that 
they forgot the feare of God which ſhould have gone before it. 
He knew how to g-ve Ceſar the things which were bis - But even 
Ceſar himſclte mult know, therc is a greater then he. And Religi- 
on had taught this worthy, fir{t to feare God, and then to honemr 
hs King in ſubordination to it, God had placed him even inthe 
middle of ſwords. A place,where the life of any that durſt ſpeak for 
the Pariiament was in danger every moment ; that his commenda- 
tion was, That he was faithfull where Satan dwelt , and where An- 
tipas the Martyr was ſtaine. Dangers were too Jow things for his 
ſpirit to feare- When he durlt not {it abroad in Committees , he 
would keepe then 1p his one houſe for many weekes together : 
For whichſervice ( next under God) thele Coun. 1.5 owe their 
blood to theſe Aſhes for their preſervation. Nor did i.c ever fit as 
a Mercenary z he was never hired to ſerve his Couiitry, he well 
knew his Countrey was 1n a fitter condition to receive Almes then 
give wages, and yct thoſe thatlaw his ſyyeatings , will give teſtj- 
mony that he deſerved twelve pence for ſome others penny. Hec 
thought it unzult gaine to gaine by his Countries loſing ; nor did 
he fit there to top the ſtreams of Jultice : Fiat juſt11i.2, pereat mun- 
ds, was his Maxime : And if he had his Sword in hi; hand, hee 
knew neither Father nor Brother. Here let his Countrey ſpeake 
hovy he acted in bis Commiſſions of Peace, Did he ever live upon 
thoſe Ottices ? Was heever bribed by any Ale-honte ? Nor was 
his courſe as the cultome of ſome, onely to at upon complaints. 
He would ſearch out the abules of Juſtice, and refo:me them ; He 
rememored, that he had aneye to ſee, as wellas an eare to heare + 
He made the Sword of Jultice cut aſunder many a knot , which 
the Lawyer would have had ſeven yeares fees to have untyed; and 
when, not enely the knowne eſtabliſhed Lawes of the Kingdome 
wereto be the Rule of Oy neceiHties of the times bad 
3 put 
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put Ordinances of Parliament for the preſent into equall Scales 
with them ; how (tri& was he not to out-reach his Line ? Heun- 
derſtood that Committees late to ſuppreſle , not to exerciſe Arbi- 
trary Authoritie, and well perceived what predicament we ſhould 
bein if every of them ſhould uſurpe the power of an abſolute 
Monarch : And whereas others that were over-growne with the 
gourd of their honour, made the Poet ſpeake true, when hee 
faid ; | 
Aſperiu nihil eft humili qunum ſurgit in altum : 


And thought that the Committee Chaire could be no lefle then 
Regalss Cathedra, and madcit their worke to draw conveighances 
of the Kingdome to themſelves by their imperious Tyranny. Hee 
ſhewed, that his ſpirit was more nobly bred, as well by curbing 
the inſolent Oppreſſions of theſe men , as diſpenſing Juſtice ac- 
cording to Law, and diſcharging his trult in executing Ordinances 
of Parliament , not what his private fancy preſented to him, 
though ſo Noble was the Fountaine of Juſtice within him ; That 
his ſuddeneſt breathings would have had more of the ſmell of Ju- 
[tice then the plotted contrivarces of theſe men : Nor yet did his 
diſcreet Juſtice devoure his mercy. I might truely apply to him 
what «Ambroſe ſaid of Theodoſius : Vincere rolebat non plettere, 
equitats judex yon pxni arbiter : His ſtudy Was more to OVercome 
then puniſh; And he alwayes loved the Office of an Arbitrator 
rather then a Judge. No man was mere an enemy to a Malignant 
diforderly Clergy then himſelfe ; yet ſuch a print had mercy 1n his 
Nature, that he hath beene heard to fpeake for them : not that they 
might live to the deſtrution of their peoples ſoules, but thar they 
might not be caſt out of their Livings and the earth together. No 
m4" Was more an enemy to the Parliaments enemies, and a friend 
to their proceedings, aRting to the utmoſt hazards of his Eſtate and 
Life, more then himlelfe ; yet he was alwayes wont to ſay, he bad 
rather winne a Delinquent then conquer him. For private inju-

In this ſole ation 
did he {ecm to be unreaſonable to himiclfe, whiles every one would 
rathe; have gueſt him travelling to his coffin then to fo great a ſer- 
vice ; but it was his conſtant wiſh, Let me not live beyond that hoxr 
that I cannot aoe God and my Conntry ſervice ; and if hee haſtned 
his owne death to fave his Countries life, pardon him this folly. 
When he was there you might have ſeen the exadt coppy of a 
Parliament-Worthy : the flower was þut tranſplanted to the bead 
of the Garden, it ſhewed its beauty here to : In what method ſhall 
I {peake all his worth; read him in his a&ive, noble, bold, faithful 
ſpirit; and ;f you ftinde me par:ws, you ſhall ſcarce finde ſaperiorems ; 
hee ſpent not his timelike the Roman Emperour, in killing fiies ; 
hee knew his God had not ſent him to drinke, or game, or fit for a 
Cipher in the ſervice;as God had ſaid to hiw, =p, ſo he was reſolved 
to be going ; he threw that ſeed into the Earth which we have ſeen 
fince conuning up;nor was he a man that in that publick ſervice re-' 
garded his private intereſt ; his Countrey never heard of him for 
Knights meat; it was m:at and drirke enough to him to doe the will 
of him that had ſent b1mz ; hee never fled to that Atſembly as to a 
City of refuge from the purſuers of debts: His debts were not 
{mall, ( though never contraRed by his ewne profuſeneſle ) yet 
paying too mach for others prodigality, to make good that of the 
wile man; Hee that u ſurety for aftranz:r ſhall ſmart, Prov. 11. wt 
Al 
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and that Prov.6.1. If thou beeſt ſurety for thy friendihos art 


ſnared with the words of thy month; yet never was he knowne 


to plead priviledge of Parliament for them, be knew it was Na- 
tures Law, Jus (unm cuique tribuere, and Was not acquainted 
bow a Priviledge in a juſt man could breake the law of Nature, 

when others made their creditors compound, and for five hax- 
dred writ downe fiftie z hee was content to pay unconſcionable 

intereſts, not onely for his owne debts, but for the debts of 0- 

thers too ; ſo well he remembred that of the Apoſtle, ewe 10- 

thing to no mar but this, that yee love one another ; hee knew 
not with what conſcience he could vote in a juſt law for others, 
and not keep the law of God and man himſelfte : it was his de- 
fire that the Parliament (being now to endure ad placiram) they 
might all fit to doe the Subje right, and none 1n that doe them 
the greateſt wrong, letting people ſtarve while others keep their 
owne bread from them ; hee alwayes thought to do this, and 
pretend Religion was to abhorre Idols, and yet commit Sacri- 
ledge : And that he might teach others to be juſt, he defired firſt 
to appeare fo himſclfe 3 he was never knowne to give his Vote 
for company ſake ; his Conſcience never waited upon anothers 
lips, nor his judgement upon anothers Reaſon. xunc,% WAS 
no rule with him, God had ſet up a light of reaſon in his as well 
as intheir ſouls. And it was all one with bimif he ſhined alone 
or with company ; he never bunted after any place of profit, 
nor was he willing to inſnare his foul in them for matters of the 
Church. As he hated Prelacy ſo his ſoule loathed Anarchy, hee 
knew a medium betwixt fuch extreams ; no mans ſoule loathed 
the dranken-Conrts of the Biſhop, nor more drunken Conventi- 
cles of Schiſmaticks more then his did;he was no Gallis that ca- 
red for none of theſe,hie would often ſay,what I fear a few dayes 
will prove ; If wee kad builded Gods howſe ſooner, owr own ſhould 
have been more ftedfaſt tos , nee calily law trigy weulg in 
the eſtabliſhing of a State while Zion lay in the duſt, for the Na- 

tionall Covenant, as nothing was taken with more joy by him, 

ſo nothing was more ſadnefle of heart to his ſpirit, bs eyes 1 

downe with teares, becauſe man kept not Gods Law ; hee had ta- 
ken it ſo often that at laſt he reſolved to {ce theſe that prefled it 
apon others keep it Ha ere hee would engage 1n it a- 

| gaine, 
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oaine, it rent his ſoule to ſee no Government eſtabliſhed in the 
Church, all Fa&ion and Hereſie with the countenance of divers 
in authoritie raigning init : The Priviledges of Parliament bro- 
ken by every Sag 7c 9s Fr firing the Kingdome at.every 
end, our Brethren of Scor/azd deſpiled, ſcorned, expoſed to the 
tongues of every Schilmatick, and all theſe after an oathto the 
molt high God, to the contrary ; he would often Prophecy of 
ſtormes of blood for theſe great finnes of the Kingdome, and 
becauſe his {oule loathed themyhe was taken away from the evill 
ro come. Inthelatter end of the lalt Summer the growing di- 
ſtempers of his body ſummoned him to-bis countrey -houſe, and 
rocured him a diſpenſation for his duty in that honourable Af- 
{cmbly, ſince which time,being now about thirty weeks, 1 (hall 
give you a mere exaQt coppy of this Patriot, being conſtantly 
attending upon him. 

His ſickneſle confined him to his Chamber, where hee ſuf- 
fered variouſly from the hands of the Almighty, and yet in af 
charged not God fooliſhly ; his defire was-to et his houſe in or- 
der before he dyed, not ſo much leaving a will, as a Reforma- 
tion behind him : frequent prayers was his delight, and when 
his diſtempers confined him to his bed, he would have the mor- | 
ning prayer ( which was wont to be in his family at ſeven of 
the clock, ) by his own bed-fide.And if accidentally he had not 
waked at the houre, he would have been diſpleaſed if they had 
not diſturbed his ſleep, for that ſervice. Cempany never kept 
him from Communion with God ; If the houre of prayer were 
come before dinner, they were no welcome gueſts that would 
not as well pray as dine with him: And hee would often tell 
them, hee would not loſe his Prayer for their company, I muſt 
leave you to conceive what fervency of Spirit he expreſt in de- 
votion;the Publicane was his draught, youoften might ſee him 
kneeling,his haad upen his breſt,and his weeping eye betraying 
the language of his heart, God be mercifall to me a ſrnner;he was 
naturaliy caolericke, yet ſuch a command had he got of his paſ- 
fion, that where you would have expected tire you might have 
waſhed your hands in water, nor did hee ever exprefle any ime 
patience, but in that he was net avle tode his Countrey ſervice, 
and cyen for this checke himſclfc,and ſubmit to Gods diſpenſa- 
tions. 
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tions. No motion could be made for the reformation of his fa- 
mily, but it was more Joyfully accepted, then readily made, 
while the diſtempers of his body too much indiſpoled him, he 
would conſtantly heare expolitions of Scripture { which others 
would have called tedious ) nor was hee willing to let a Ser- 
mon paſſe (whither onthe weeke or Lords day) without heac- 
ring it repeated, 4 4 7 wa: was his rule. It was his fre- 
quent ſpeech, that it was the joy of hts heart to ſee his famil:e mn a 
way of Reformation before his death ; bis care was to 3COUraZE 
any that were more forward inlearning the principles of Rel:- 
gion, he wovld be often admeniſhing the faulty, reproving tis 
diſorders of any, minding them of Gods judgement-ſeate, be- 
fore which they mult all appeare. The godly Miniſters of the 
City in which he was placed lived under his wing, and may 
jultly ſay this day as Joaſ# to E/iſha upon hys death-bed, 2 Kings 
13.14. O my Father, my Father, the Chariot of Norto\ke, aud 
the horſemen thereof : after halte a yeare ſpent in the Countrey 
in much affliction, it pleaſed God to revive him, and give us 
ſome hopesto ſee hum in that great Aſſembly againe. But whe- 
ther hee were more fit for an other Court, or we unworthy to 
enjoy him, becauſe too littie thankfull for him, it ſoener pleaſed 
God to ſend his laft warvant for him. 

And fo firange was his laſt fickneſle , that ſcarce any could 
ſpeake to him ,. nor was he in any diſpeſition to ſpeake to any z 
Many were the cjaculations of his heart, as might be dilcerned 
by his elevated hands and eyes: Muck affe&ion diſcovered 
when any ptayed with him: And when after-prayer, 1 once 
ſpake to him, hee made me no pertinent anſwer , onely taid ; 

I truſt the Lord Jeſus will wrap me up in his mercies} to mind 
me that I was unwortby , for whom he ſhonld breake his com- 
munion with his God : Many other ſpeeches he had , breathing 
out the grace of his heart, which I not hearing ſhall-forbeare to 
mention : It ſeemed to us that he was very apprehenſive that 
his houre of change was at hand, For hee (to whom his La- 
dy and Danghter were more deare then his owne life in the 
former part of his life) After this ficknelle had ſeized upon 
him , was not willing to have either of them necre him , wit 
ling to gogto his God with - little regret as he could, and not

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to ſee any thing inthe way to perfwade him to looke backe, or 
induce him to be willing to make any longer ſtay upon the 
earth : Yea, ſo hai God fitted him for the day of his change, 
that the aight before his death ſicknefſe feized upon him , hear- 
iag that his Daughter (oeing his onely Child) was ſick, he fell 
ints a great pallton , and recovered himſelfe immediately with 
this exprellion : [ Phy ſh1uld [ be unwilling to give her to that 
God who hath given her to m?, and himſelfe for me: ]In his 
waole ſicknefle, he was neither heardto ſpeake an idle aor yet 
a cholerick word : It fell to my portion to be with him the laſt 
night of hislife : O who could not have deſireddeath to have 
ſeene the effects of our Saviours conqueſt of it inthis Patriots 
departure ? He that was of ſo great a Spirit, of ſo cholericke a 
Nature , of ſo awakened a Conſcience, and that had ſome 
ſtrength yet left , ſurrendred his Soule to God without the lealt 
pang diſcernable. He yeelded up his ſpirit, and properly might 
indeed be ſaid, togiveup the ghoſt in the fiftie fourth yeare of 
his age: The oyle was not yet waſted, the flower was pluckt 
in an unripe age ; but with Ambroſe, Perſettaeft at as, mbiper= 
feltaeft virtus> Age is perfeR in him where vertue is perfeR. 
The Grand Enemy of mankind had net fo much as a ſowre 
looke , but entertained willingly ; Thus he flept in his bed, thus 
hereſts from his labour : He dyednot the death of the ungod- 
ly, he dyed not as @ foole dyed. T am againlt poſitive determinati- 
ons concerning thefelicitic of the beſt, or miſery of the worlt 
of Men: But wouldI deſire to draw out a Copy of my latter 
end,ina wiſh I would 1ay ; 
Let me dye the death of this righteous Man, and let my latter 
end be like þrs. 
And now taketime to ſpell what you have loſt ;
